in commenoration. 

Comments are received from time to time why directors and officers 
should not be chosen from members living in other than the 2nd call 
area. The only basic reason has been the item of financing traveling 
expenses to meetings. Some chapters have indicated that they have 
members who would be willing to pay their own expenses to serve on the 
board, While this might be done in some cases, it is not very equitable 
overall, The board will restudy the matter of overall representation 
and as in the past will request comments from the chapters, but it 
would seem that if board representation is proportionally distributed 
by membership in the call areas and these representatives are fur- 
nished traveling expenses to meetings, it will probably be necessary 
to increase dues to about 5 dollars per year, 

Our financial position is in good shape so far this year, but we will 
be faced with an outlay of about $3000 to get out. the new membership 
roster to each member,
